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JS. Woodsworth Widely Mourned 


One of Canada’s leaders in progres- 
sive thought has passed in the person 
of J. S. Woodsworth, leader of the 
C. C. F. party who lived to see the 
party gaining in strength very mater- 
jally in the political arena. 

Born in Etobicoke, Ont., the son of 
a Methodist minister, he became suc- 
cessively a mission worker, minister, 
longshoreman, labor leader, parlia- 
mentarian, and finally the head of a 
new political movement. 

His death followed two years of re- 
curring illnesses, which had curtailed 
his political life. 

Made C. C. F. Head— 

He headed the C. C. F. movement 
from its beginning as an outgrowth of 
Farm-Labor representatives in the 
House of Commons, to which he was 
first elected as a Labor representative 
from Winnipeg in 1921. The party was 
formed in Calgary in 19382 with Mr 
Woodsworth as its provisional presid- 
ent, and this office was confirmed the 
following year at Regina. 

Mr Woodsworth led the party act- 
ively, campaigning the doctrine of the 
movement until about two years ago. 
Then illness interferred. At the C. C. 
F. national convention, he expressed 
his wish to retire and was made hon- 
orary president. Though able to make 
but one appearance in the House dur- 
ing the past two years, he continued 
to hold the title of party leader in the 
House. M. J. Coldwell of Regina was 
named acting leader to head the C. C. 
F. in the House during his absence. 

The son of Rev. Dr. James Woods- 
worth, young Woodsworth came West 
with his family in 1882, and was 
schooled at Portage la Prairie and 
Brandon, Man. After teaching school 
for a year he completed a_ theology 
course and served in the mission fie'ds 
of Manitoba. In 1898, he entered Vict- 
oria College, Toronto, taking his bach- 
elor of divinity degree, and then went 
to Oxford for two years of post-grad- 
uate studies. 

He returned to Manitoba in 1900 
and was assigned mission charges in 
New Ontario, Saskatchewan and Brit- 
ish Columbia. During his years in this 
work, he studied the social problems 
of the country, and believing his views 
to be out of harmony with objectives 
of his denomination, he resigned from 
the church. But a church committee 
ruled otherwise, and his name was re- 
tained on the ministerial list. 

He was a colorful figure in Canad- 
fan national life.

Military training call up age group extended to 30 years with plans 
to select trainees by lot and extend the call-up to non-British citizens. 


Appointment of E. M. Little director of the Wartime Bureau of Tech- 


nical Personnel, as director of national selective service. 


Appointment of a national selective service advisory board to advise 


on major questions of policy. 


Appointment of regional national selective service offices, the offi- 
cers of which will have local charge of administering the selective ser- 
vice program in their respective areas, 


Provision for appeals to the national war services boards from deci- 
sions of regional selective service officers in connection with employ- 


ment in a restricted occupation. 


Provision for compulsory release by employers of employees enter- 
ing essential industry, and for their subsequent reinstatement in form- 


er jobs. 


Establishment of “restricted occupations” in which physically fit 
men between 17 and 45 years inclusive can not take jobs without spec- 


ial permission.

Organize Alberta Farmer’s Union Here 


Speaking for the Alberta Farmer’s 
Union on Friday afternoon in the 
Memorial Hall, Mr J. Geddes of Win- 
terborough, and Mr Lyle McMillan of 
Clyde, Alberta, were greeted by a 
very small audience of interested far- 
mers. The afternoon meetings custom- 
arily draw a very small group, while 
the evening meetings are much larger. 
However, as Mr McMillan stated, the 
success of the meeting does not at all 
depend on the size of the audience, but 
on its calibre. 

Mr Phil Sarsons. as chairman, cal- 
led on Mrs Geddes, as a delegate am- 
ong the group who recently visited 
Ottawa on behalf of the farm group, to 
give a report of this convention. Mrs 
Geddes stated at teh outset that the 
group made It clear while they were 
there that they had made the trip in 
order to obtain a parity price for 
wheat, which at teh present time, 
seems to be one dollar, and that they 
were still seeking the dollar price. 
The ninety cent peg had only been 
held out as a palliative, she claimed, 
and parity, at a dollar or any other 
figure, was all they wanted and insis- 
ted on. 

As a matter of fact, Mra Geddes 
claimed, people they had met in the 
East were assured that the Western 


farmer was already getting more than 
a dollar for his wheat. “Why are you 
asking for a dollar, when you've al- 
ready got a better price?” was asked 
several times, she said. They were 
quite surprised when informed that 
the price on the farm ranged around 
fifty cents, 

They were met by a number of mem- 
bers of the Dominion house while in 
convention at Ottawa, she said, am- 
ong them C. D. Howe, and J. G. Gard- 
iner. Even Mr Gardiner, while on the 
platform, called their request ‘fair 
and reasonable,’ but immediately went 
on to show how the farmer was al- 
ready getting dollar wheat, quoting 
figures so fast that almost no one was 
able to keep up with him. 

Mr McMillan gave a report of the 
proposed union of the U.F.A. and the 
U.F.C. He outlined the conferences 
and the delegates meeting, and show- 
ed where the union fell through. 
While in convention, he said, union 
was favored throughout the assembly, 
but when the matter was_ referred 
back to the delegates meetings indiv- 
idually, the U. F. A. balked on the 
name, Since the association with pol- 
itics of the U. F. A., it was felt advis- 
able by the assembly to get away 
from its past connections, but to this 


the U. F. A. would not agree. In all 
his comments, Mr McMillan was em- 
inently fair to the U. F. A, as was at 
tested by one of the delegates, who 
was present at this meeting. 

The Alberta Farmer’s Union, A. F. 
U., is an outgrowth of the conference, 
comprising manv of beth th ~ her 
sides, who feel that the farmers must 
be organized in order to better their 
position, All groups with which the 
farmer deals, he indicated. were or 
ganized and combined, and in order to 
meet this solid front, the farmer must 
organize also. Two organizations with 
seventy-five per cent membership, 
stated Mr McMillan were far better 
than one with fifty, and ‘if you won’t 
join with us, join the U. F. A., but get 
into an organization!” 

More than half of those present 
took membership in the A. F. U., and 
organized a Strathmore local, with a 
view to obtaining more members and 
dividing into sub-locals for study pur- 
poses, and voted to hold a meeting on 
Friday evening at eight o’clock in the 
Memorial Hall. Those present elected 
Mr Charlie Cowell president, and Mr 
Cliff Way as secretary. Thirteen 
members are now on the strength of 
this unit, and the group are enthusias- 
tic regarding its possibilities.

Inventory of Man and Woman Power- 

As explained by the new minister 
of labor Humphrey Mitchell a man- 
power and woman power inventory 
is to be taken, beginning April Ist. 


| The inventory will be based primarily 


on the records of the Unemployment 
Insurance plan, but will include non- 
insurable employees in the same firms 
as well and cover a total of over 
3,000,000 workers. With an accurate 
manpower inventory, Mr Mitchell has 
stated, selective “placement” of avail- 
able workers both men and women 
can be undertaken in_ progressive 
stages, and bring the full effects of 
their efforts to bear on the defeat of 
the Axis. This important and difficult 
task will be supplemented by meas- 
ures to bring into industry available 
man and woman power not included in 
this inventory, however comprehen- 
sive it may be. 

The economic control which will 
mean further changes in the living 
standards of Canadians is being stea- 
dily tightened. Shortages of rubber 
and oil, of steel and other metals es- 
sential to war.industry are bringing 
new measures™to curtail civilian con- 
sumption. Not only has the manufact- 
ure of trucks, as announced some 
time ago, been confined strictly to 
those used for war’ purposes, . but 
truck service is curtailed by 40 per 
cent and sightseeing tours abolished. 
In cities to lighten the load on trans- 
port facilities, hours for employees are 
being staggered. ' 
$1,000,000,000 Gift To Britain— 

During the past week the bills em- 
bodying the grain policy of the gov- 
ernment, the main provisions being 
the increase in the guaranteed price 
for wheat from 70 to 90 cents a bushel 
and the measures encouraging the 
switch of further acreage from wheat 
to coarse feed grains, have passed the 
initial stages of legislation. There has 
been a debate on the finance depart- 
ment’s appropriation of two billion 
dollars for war costs for the coming 
year, on an interim appropriation of 
one quarter of this amount to allow 
the government to carry on for fhe 
time being, and on the $1,000,000,000 
gift to Britain. The gift to Britain is 
not a cash gift but a free and unem-. 
cumbered grant to the British govern- 
ment for the purchase of food and 
other war supplies to this amount in 
this country. Some opposition has 
been voiced from a few members from 
Quebec, but as far as members are 
concerned parliament almost unanim- 
ously have endorsed the gift as a 
necessary contribution to the termend- 
ously burdened people of Britain who 
are fighting so gallantly in the com- 
mon cause of world freedom. 

Alaska Highway— 

Correspondence between Ottawa 
and Washington on the Alaska high- 
way which will run from Fort St. John 
in the Peace River area, along the line 
of air fields in Northwestern Canada 
to Fairbanks, Alaska, have been laid 
on the table of the commons. The 
members were also gratified to learn 
that the units of the three ‘fighting 
services in the West, East and in 
Newfoundland have been placed under 
a regional unified command, The com- 
mander in chief of the West coast 
will be General Alexander, of the East 
Coast General Elkins and of New- 
foundland General Paige. The value 
of this for strategical purposes is ap- 
parent,

It seems advisable once more be: 
fore spring work starts to draw atten- 
tion to the soil drifting problem that 
faces Southern Alberta this spring. 
The heavy winds of last fall started 
the soil to drift on a number of farms. 
Past experience has repeatedly shown 
that fields where any drifting has ta- 
ken place are danger spots that should 
be carefully watched. If drifting is to 
be prevented, such fields should re- 
ceive careful attention before seeding 
this spring. 


For fields that have drifted badly 
or have had much loose soil piled on 
them from adjoining drifting fields, 
perhaps ploughing immediately before 
seeding is the best practice. This is 
especially true of light lands. On 
heavy soils where drifting has not | 
been so severe, it may be possible to 
bring up sufficient clods for protect- 
fon with a duckfoot cultivator. 


The whole thought this spring 
should be to wind-proof the soil be- 
fore the seed is sown. If this is not 
done and any bad drifting weather is 
experienced, serious losses may be ex- 
pected, 


Now is the time to plan to prevent 
drifting this spring. It can be done 
so there is no excuse for letting fields 
drift. Dust clouds coming from a field | 
this spring must be considered as an 
evidence of carelessness on the part | 
of the farmer.

Seed Treatment for Flax 
with Low Germination 

Dr. J. E. Machacek, Dominion Rust 
Research Laboratory, Winnipeg, has 
been conducting extensive investiga- 
tions on the effect of seed treatment 
on the percentage germination of 
flax. At his request we gave him 
parts of all flax samples sent to the 
North-West Line Elevators Associa- 
tion’s laboratory for germination 
up to the middle of February; in all, 
56 samples. These samples, besides 
being germinated in the regular way 
in our laboratory, were planted in 
soil at the Dominion Rust Research 
Laboratory. Duplicate tests of seed 
treated with a mercurial dust and 
duplicate tests of untreated seed were 
made. The results are interesting 
and very important. 
Our own tests resulted in an 
average germination of 66.8%. Dr. 
Machacek’s “treated” tests averaged 
78.9%, and the “untreated” only 
53.7%. Our tests gave higher germ- 


ination percentages than Dr. Ma- 
chacek’s untreated ones because the 
latter were in soil and ours were, as 
usual, in blotters placed in germina- 
tion chambers. 

In the soil tests, seed treatment 
increased the average germination 
from 53.7% to 178.9%—a striking 
result. Treatment with an organic 
mercury dust at the rate of 1% 
ounces per bushel was recommended 
for all except three samples; and 
even in these, treatment increased 
germination somewhat. 


It must not, of course, be con- 
cluded that seed treatment will im- 
prove the germinability of all flax 
seed, Every sample sent in to the 
Line Elevators’ laboratory this win- 
ter will be checked by Dr. Machacek 
and the results seit to the farmer.
